Which car ushers in the distinctive design that is to 
prevail during the next style cycle is of course enor­ 
mously important, since to that car will accrue the 
advantages of setting the pattern for years to come. 
It is perhaps too early to forecast, but my advices 
from Michigan convince me that Buick, plower member 
of the General Motors family, will in 1939 be styleblazer 
of the new automobile mode.

WHISTLING CAR 
C 
APTAIN GEORGE EYESTON, the Bri­ 
tish motor bullet, says his racing car 
“ Thunderbolt” whistles when it is going 
over the Utah salt flats at 357 miles an 
hour. 
That is, it produces a whistling 
sound-effect as it rips through the air. 
There are some interesting facts con­ 
nected with that phenomenon, when you 
start figuring it out. 
If it went faster, it 
would doubtless produce a louder whistle. 
But if it went twice as fast, maybe nobody 
would hear that whistle except the driver. 
At 360 miles an hour it would be doing 
six miles a minute, one mile in IO seconds, 
about half the speed of sound. 
Double 
that speed, and the car would be going 
so fast that ii would just about travel even 
with its own noise. 
If it blew a horn, it 
would not be heard ahead— the sound and 
the car would arrive at a given point for­ 
ward about the same time. 
Just an in­ 
stantaneous shriek as the car passed, and 
then silence. W ould the sound waves travel 
backward? 
Or would they be left hang­ 
ing in the air, so to speak, behind the 
fleeting car, as smoke is by a fast locomo­ 
tive when there is no wind? 
Everyone has noticed how the whistle 
of a fast-moving automobile or locomotive 
rises in pitch as it approaches, and then 
descends in pitch as it moves aw ay from 
the listener. 
The car moving with the 
speed of sound would be carrying that phe­ 
nomenon to the limit, where to the lis­ 
tener the sound presumably would almost 
disappear. 
A bystander might only hear 
an instantaneous noise from the whistle— 
also from the car— as the car flashed by. 
If Eyeston and his kind can stand the 
increasing pace, and metal and rubber hold 
out, w e’ll 
know for sure one of thesfe 
times.

Limits for Game in Ohio 
Discussed By Wooddell 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 19— (U P ) — How to keep out of jail without 
reading all the game laws— a formidable task —often is the problem 
confronting hunters as the season approaches. 
One of Ohio’s catch phrases most likely to cause trouble is "posses­ 
sion limit.” 
With the limit on rabbit, for intance, defined as four, 
w hat is the hunter on vacation to do after the first afternoon, if he 
is lucky and bags th at many at 
the beginning of his two weeks’ 
hun t? 
If he keeps possession of 
more than four bunnies he is sub­ 
ject to fine or imprisonment. 
Game Commissioner Lawrence 
Wooddell had a suggestion: 
"Ship ’em home every night,” 
he said, "Of course if you get 
your limit several days in a row, 
and your family kept the game 
in the ice box until you returned, 
your possession limit in the cooler 
would be quite something ” 
The first game on the open list 
is rail, as the season opened Sept. 
I and extends to Nov. 30. The bag 
and possession limit is 15, which 
is considered high as the bird is 
scarce. 
Squirrel Sept. 26 
The quirrcl season opens Sept. 
26, closes Oct. IO. On fox or gray 
squirrels the bag and possession 
limit is four, but the sky's the limit I 
on red squirrels. 
Duck season, Oct. 15 to Nov. 28. 
coincides with the goose and brant 
seasons. 
The daily bag limit is 
ten, with a possession limit of 20. 
On geese and brant, the daily bag 
limit is five, possession, IO. Wood 
ducks are on the protection list, 
as they have been for some time. 
T h e 
s n i p e 
season 
is 
Oct. 
15-Nov. 18, and the bag and pos­ 
session limit of 25. 
The season 
for coot is the same, with a bag 
and possession limit of 25. Wood­ 
cock may also be shot from Oct. 
15 to Nov. 28, and the bag and 
possesion limit Is four. 
November 15th opens the sea­ 
son for rabbit, pheasant, H ungar­ 
ian partridge and grouse; Nov. 30 
m arks the close for all but rab­ 
bit, which may be hunted until 
Jan. I. 
Bag and possession limit 
for rabbit is four; for pheasants, 
two; partridge, four, and grouse, 
two. 
The shooting time on the open­ 
ing day is from noon to dark, and 
from then on, 7 a. rn. to 5:30 p. rn. 
The season for raccoon is Nov. 
15-Jan. 15, with a bag and pos­ 
session limit of two. 
The season 
for opossum and skunk 
is the 
same. 
For mink and m uskrat it 
is Dec. 
15-March 
15. 
There is 
no bag limit for fox, mink, m usk­ 
rat, opossum or skunk. 
Three shells only are permitted 
in the hunting of migratory w ater­ 
fowl, snipe, rail and woodcock, and 
if a repeating shotgun is used, the 
gun must be plugged so that it 
can use only three shells.
